LETTER FRO.M DON MIGUEL 


TO DON PEDRO. 


We stated in the Constitutionnel of 


Aug. 
9, that a letter had been written 


by Don Pedro lo bis brother, ordering 
him to embark on board the John IV 
to come to London, and declaring, in 
case of his refusal, he should take his 
daughter to Lisbon : and we have noti- 
ced that Don Pedro not having taken 
advantage of the French fleet being in 
the Tagus, and executed his plans in 
favor of his daughter at that period, 
it now appears extremely difficult for 
him to establish the ric-hts of his daugh- 
ter.—The arrival of DOM Pedro, who 
has for the present taken up his resi- 
dence at the chateau of JMeudon, indu- 
ces many to believe that his project in 
this particular has been deferred for 
the present, and we know that plans 
deferred are always without effect.— 
We have learnt at the same time that 
Don Miguel has addressed a letter to 
his brother in answer to the above re- 
ferred to. 
Don Miguel's letter is writ- 


ten in a very bold style, and we think 
right to give the substance of the docu- 
ment itself. 


Don Miguel, in his reply, declares 


that Don Pedro, having taken the title 
of Duke of Bruganza, has by that step 
become his vassal, and that as such, 
and by writing the aforesaid letter, he 
was guilty of want of respect to his So- 
vereign, he should be tried for his 
crime,ns also for having assumed a title 
to which he had no riylu, as upon the 
day of his abdication the title of Duke 
of Braganza devolved upon the King's 
son ; that as to the pretensions of le.git- 
iiruicy of his daughter, such ideas were 
now out of fashion ; that even if Don 
Pedro were ignorant that, according to 
the decisions of the Cortes of Lamego, 
which decreed that, in case of a divis- 
ion of the two crowns, upon the demise 
of the King, the largest state should be,- 
long to the eldest son, and the smallest 
to the youngest, a partition which took 
place upon the death of John IV., as 
Don Pedro remained in the Brazils and 
as Don Miguel ought to have had, and 
had Portugal, he ought to know that 
the Portuguese nation, in virtue of bis 
sovereignty, had proclaimed him King, 
and had on all occasions given him 
positive proofs of their attachment to 
his august person ; lor this adhesion 
was made quite apparent in the face of 
the Frenrh squadron in the Tagus, that 
every Frenchman in the squadron could 
hear testimony to the affection of the 
Portuguese for his s.icred person, and 
that not one of them landed without 
being requested to cry out "Vive Dun 
Miguel '." That Don Pedro bad be- 
come a second Mina—a complete rebel 
chief—a di.^lurbcr of public order—an 
enemy to the peace of Europe, placing 
himself in direct opposition to liberal 
ideas—»hat he had lost all the charm 
which the friends of Royalty had in 
vain sought lo confer on him—that 
there was 710 one al the present c' iy 
who cmil»l place confidence HI a prince 
like D">n Pedro, who was a blind tool to
